BYU  basketball  mentor  Stan 
Watts  unveils  his  1968-69 
basketball  squad  Saturday  when 
the  Cougar  varsity  takes  on  the 
upstart  freshmen  coached  by  Gary 
Earnest. 

The  game  will  be  a tune  up 
contest  to  test  player 
combinations  for  the  Cougars’ 
opener  against  an  expected  tough 
University  of  Southern  California 
crew  who  will  be  in  Provo  to 
challenge  the  Cougars  on  Saturday 
Nov.  30th. 

WAC  conference  coaches  are 
picking  BYU  to  fight  it  out  with 
New  Mexico  and  Wyoming  for  the 
conference  title,  but  coaches 
speak  with  tongue  in  cheek  when 
speculating  on  their  own  teams’ 
chances  in  the  annual  ball  wars. 
Coach  Watts  is  no  different. 

Watts  feels  that  the  team  is 
capable  and  that  time  alone  will 
prove  him  right  or  wrong.  One 
thing  is  certain.  The  Cougars  will 
have  more  strength  if  everyone 
plays  up  to  expectations. 

Returning  talent  should  be  a 
factor  in  this  year’s  squad  which 
returns  four  starters  to  the  lineup 


from  last  year’s  team.  Forwards 
Kari  Liimo  and  Marty  Lythgoe 
head  the  list,  with  Doug  Howard 
and  Lynn  Parsons  adding  good 
experience  at  the  guard  spot.  Add 
to  these  the  reserve  experience  of 
Bob  Davis,  Bruce  Barron,  Ion 
Dresser  and  center  Scott  Warner, 
and  the  team  should  be  rich  in 
proven  talent.

BYU  “A”  and  Utah  “A”,  the 
league’s  two  undefeated  teams, 
will  battle  then  for  first  place  on 
Haws  Field  after  BYU  “B”  hosts 
its  archrival,  Utah  “B.” 

Both  “A”  teams  sport 
impressive  credentials.  The  U.  of 
U.,  in  addition  to  its  five  league 
wins,  played  a 2-2  draw  with  Salt 
Lake  League  champion 
‘Alemannia.  Y booters  boast  of 
scoring  statistics  of  43  goals 
scored  against  six  allowed.  In  their 
last  meeting  in  May,  BYU  won  6-1 
to  take  the  first  Utah  college 
championship. 

Utah  “B”  has  never  beaten  BYU 
“B.”  However,  the  Ute’s  “B” 
emerged  with  a draw  in  one  of  last 
year’s  two  games. 

BYU  “B,”  battling  with  Utah 
State  “A”  and  Weber  for  third 
place,  figures  to  be  too  strong  for 
the  winless  Utah  “B”  squad.

U.S..  South  Vietnam 


Near  Talks  Accord 


Court  Reviews  Powell  Cas 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-The 
expanded  Vietnam  peace  talks 
face  postponement  for  the  third 
straight  week  Wednesday  although 
the  United  States  and  South 


Vietnam  are  reported  nearing  a 
face-saving  accord  that  will  end 
the  deadlock  on  allied 
representation. 

Official  sources  making  this 
known  Monday  were  optimistic 
that  Saigon  would  soon  announce 
its  decision  to  send  a delegation  to 
the  Paris  talks  within  a short  time. 
But  there  was  no  expectation  that 
the  stalled  negotiations  with 
Hanoi  and  the  National  Liberation 
Front  could  begin  on  schedule 
this  week. 

Vice  President  Nguyen  Cao  Ky, 
the  former  prime  minister,  was 
considered  here  to  be  the  most 
likely  chief  of  the  South 
Vietnamese  delegation. 

The  compromise  agreement 
being  worked  out  would  give  both 
the  United  States  and  South 
Vietnam  a voice  at  the  conference 
table  under  a system  of  joint 
chairmanships.  Thus,  under  this 
formula.  South  Vietnam  would 
play  a major  role  on  issues  relating 
to  political  settlement,  while  the 
U.S.  team  headed  by  Ambassador 
W.  Averell  Harriman  would 
concentrate  on  military  matters 
including  timetables  for 
withdrawal  of  troops. 

The  latest  bid  for  an  allied 
accord  was  the  result  of 
painstaking  negotiations  between 
U.S.  Ambassador  Ellsworth 
Bunker  and  South  Vietnam 


President  Nguyen  Van  Thieu,  who 
refused  to  send  representatives  to 
Paris  if  this  involved  separate 
negotiations  with  the  National 
Liberation  Front. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-The

Speculators  Hold  Off 


PARIS  (AP)-Money 
speculators  marked  time 
throughout  Europe  Monday, 
awaiting  the  reply  of  central 
banks  and  governments  to  the 
onslaught  on  world  monetary 
stability. 

The  speculators  had  dumped  an 
estimated  $1  billion  worth  of 
French  francs,  British  pounds, 
American  dollars  and  other 
currencies  into  world  markets  last 
week  in  the  hope  of  a large,  quick 
profit  on  a possible  upward 
revaluation  of  the  West  German 
mark. 

Despite  repeated  official  denials 
in  Frankfurt  and  Bonn  that  such  a 
measure  was  in  the  offing,  the  run 
on  German  marks  reached  crisis 
proportions  at  the  end  of  last 
week. 

The  French  franc,  weakened  by 
the  aftermath  of  last  spring’s 
general  strike,  suffered  the  most 
damage.  The  Bank  of  France 
intervened  throughout  the  week 
to  hold  the  franc  at  the  official 
floor  price. 

In  Basel,  Switzerland,  central 
bank  governors  discussed 
international  action  to  meet  the 
crisis.  Close  secrecy  was  kept  on 
their  two-day  meeting. 


Contrary  to  expectation,  the 
buying  spree  eased  off  when 
money  markets  reopened  Monday 
morning  after  a tense  weekend. 

Pending  the  announcement  of 
decisions  taken  at  the  Basel 
meeting  of  the  governors  of  the 
Bank  for  International 
Settlements  and  a subsequent 
separate  meeting  of  the  European 
Common  Market’s  central  bank 
governors,  speculators  seemed  to 
be  holding  their  fire  everywhere. 

Bank  sources  in  France  and 
Switzerland  expressed  a renewed 
behef  that  a revaluation  of  the 
mark  was  the  only  effective 
remedy.  In  Bonn,  a spokesman  of 
the  Economic  Affairs  Ministry 
blamed  the  crisis  partly  on  such 
expectations  and  reiterated  that 
the  German  government  had  no 
intention  of  revaluing  the  mark  at 
this  time.

Democrat  will  have  a chance  to 
argue  in  the  court  that  Powell’s 
exclusion  from  his  House  seat 
March  I,  1967,  was  arbitrary  and 
unconstitutional. 

This  does  not  mean,  necessarily, 
that  the  justices  will  decide  if  the 
House  has  the  right  to  bar  the 
seating  of  elected  members.  For 
instance,  the  court  could  conclude 
Powell  is  entitled  to  a hearing  and 
yet  decide  it  does  not  have  the 
constitutional  authority  to  force 
Congress  to  seat  him. 

Powell,  a Negro,  lost  his  seat 
after  a select  committee  of  the 
House  had  found  him  guilty  of 
“gross  misconduct”  as  a 
congressman  and  recommended 
that  he  be  censured,  fined  and 
stripped  of  all  seniority.  He  had 
represented  predominantly  Negro 
Harlem  for  22  years  and  was  one 
of  the  most  powerful  political 
figure  in  Congress  as  chairman  of 
the  House  Education  and  Labor 
Committee. 

Powell  was  re-elected  in  a 
special  race  in  April  1967  but  did 
not  ask  the  House  to  seat  him. 
Instead,  a battery  of  prominent
